facturing and develope the nutural resources
of the conntry—and when townsalong lines
of transit are behefitted, as they nlways are,
through the benefitsconferred upon the conn-
try generally, that ia all they have a right to
expect—and if men who wish 1o realize
fortunes by mpid and wild speenlation
overcrop themselves, the funil locates not
with the millroads nor the poliey that direcls
and controls them, We pitched our camp in
this county ten years ago and commenced
the publieation of a paper mainly 1o advoeate
the building of the East Tennessee and
Georgia Railroad; and all we have said on
the subjeet was induced by the belief that
the enterprise wonld resnlt, not to the bene.

"~ AGEMENT,” &e.

Editor of the Post: My attention has been
directed to a paragraph in your lnst week's
issue, in which yousee proper to infori your
readers thal * there ia some excilement at
Knoxville on the subjeet of Railtoad man-
sgement;” and you further take oceasion to
volunteer the suggestion that if certain per-
sona in this ecity would turn their attention,
energy and means to the Knoxville and Dan-
ville Road, people would suspect them of be-
ing actusted by other than captious or sel-
fish motives. Such is yotr graluitous coun.
sel.

Now, sir, without desiring to be thought
either “captious™ or “selfish,” and yet not
Jfearing to be so considered by those whose
pecnliar personal and local interests [ do not
favor, I wish briefly to express throngh
your columns a few of the reasons why |
am dissalisfied with the present “manage.
ment” of the Fast Tennessed and Georgia
Railroad, for I presume 1 am one of the
gentlemien here, whom you seem to regard
as particularly needing the benefit of your
adviee,

It is too true—and it affords meno pleasure
to confess it—that Knoxville is at present in
5 depressed condition.” With all her natu-
ral advantages that point her out as the site
of & great city, it is lumentably true that her
prospects do not look as hopeful now as they
did before the East Tennsssee and Georgia
Road reached this point, Her population has
not increaked, her trade has not expanded
and her property hns not advanced in price,
in & manner to meet the expeciations of ma-
ny of us who had relied upon the railroad as
a great feeder to our commercial wealth.—
T'his is all true, and did it never ocour lo you
that this “depressed condition™ of Knexville
is in some manner attributable to the poliey
ndopted by the railrond company? 1 seoms
to have never been thonght of by the present
Board of Officers that the East Tennessee
and Georgia Railrosd was built, in a large
degree, for the benefit of Knoxville, nnd not
for the ndvantage of the smnll counly towns
along its line, which have presumed to rival
her interests and which even now alfect to
“lnugh ot her ealamity.” The present board
seem to have studiously disregarded the in-
terests of real-estate owners in Knoxville, in
shaping their policy. Of what advantage has
the road been to many persons here; who
have made large investments in real estate,
if property is to advanee here no faster and
to no higher rate, than in Cleveland, and
Athens; and Loudon, and "Charleston, and
other towns whose positigns give them com-
paratively but little claims upon the policy of
a great public enterprise? None, positively
none; and Knoxville, if the present policy of
the Company is Lo be perpetoated, will nev-
er Lo any geater beneficiary of the rond than
otiar towns, of less imporlance, throngh
which the road may have chaneed to pass
between Dallon and this point—and I pre-
sume you will hardly deny that Kroxyille, by
reason of her position and aggregate wealth,
should have preponderating influence in de.
termining the road’s policy. The energy and
enterprise of her €itizens projected, and her
means in a large degree, buill it; yet, thongh
situnted nl its terminos, the road is to her
only what it is_to olhertowns—a convenient

way for people to pass rapidly throngh! T'he
stoppage of passengers here for twenty-four

life to the place, and be but a slight mark of |
deference on the part of the Directory to the

paramount interests of the eity.

SOURCES.

The Baltimore Patriot publishes a table of
the appropriatiors made during the firsl ses-
wion of the 851 Congress, giving circamstan-
tially the items and oljects of each, Itshows
the amount to be, exeloalve of the Post Of-
flice account, 867,067,672 78, The exponses
of the P. O. Department, together with the
pefmanent appropriations—which are over-
looked in the ordinary computation of the
amount placed at the disposal of the Ad-
ministration—and the probable “deficiencies™
make a grand total of something over a hun-
dred mi.lions at the ecommand of the Presi-
dent for the fisenl vear ending the 30th of
next June. The table goes further, and sets
forth the amount proposed to be appropriated
by the respective Houses, which shows that
the sum of $83,177,005 57 was sought to
be nppropristed by the Senate, When it is
remembered that the Senate is overwhelm-
ingly demoeratic, the argument that any com-
bination may have run the amount beyond
the desires of the democratic party falls 1o
the ground. We have not space, just now,
for the entire table, but subjoin the com-
ments of our Baltimore ecotemporary, in
which the whole subject is pointediy brought
to view. It sava:
